Fee- 
bly at first, Jimmy re.sponded to tlicir 
inquiries, but his interest in the vis- 
tiors .and their instruments was writ- 
ten plainly in more alert eyes. Event- 
ually he admitted that he "useter 
pick one o’ them,” Indicating a guitar, 
“as a kid in the backwood.s.” 

I “Want ter try yer han’?’’ asked one 
of the three who proffered a hand- 
marked and scarred guitar to the in- 
valid. The Red Cross worker with 
the sanction of a nurse encouraged 
the hoy. He was a trifle nervous and 
abashed, but gradually his mind be- 
came concentrated on the instrument. 
Fumbling with the strings, he pro- 
duced a few chords, his eyes bright- 
ened and he smiled. "It kind o’ come.s 
back to a feller,” he observed. 

Jimmy w.'is allowed to have the 
instrument but a few minutes. 

“How would you like to have a 
guitar to practice on while you are 
getting well?” asked the Red Cross 
worker. “Oh — oh. I’d sure like it. 
Mebbe the doc won’t st.and for it!” 
But the doctor did "stand for it” the 
next day — and for a little while each 
day. And Jimmy got a new grip on j 
himself — his thinking was objectified i 
a bit. and ho looked forward to the 
practice hour impatiently. It had to 
be when other patients were dis- 
turbed least, but, knowing its pur- 
pose, they were willing to “stand for 
It,” too. 

Now Jimmy is in a convalescent 
house and is frequently in demand 
as a one-man orchestra, according to 
Red Cross officials.

Such a meinoriiU, while as perma- 
nent as bronze, would bo a living 
and enduring tribute that would 
servo for all time os a real force In 
the education of all classes of Amer- 
icans. 

It would contain the vast collec- 
tions already in tne National mu- 
seum of relics and mementoes of il- 
lustrious patriots of our country and 
of the events conspicuous in its his- 
tory. These concern not only ce,le- 
brated warriors and statesmen and 
important military incidents, but 
also scientists and Inventors and the 
epoch-making di.scoverles and Inven- 
tions produced by their genius, whlcli 
have advanced the cause of civiliza- 
tion and added luster to our na- 
tional fame. 

The great collection relating to the 
world war, now being gathered, would 
also be Installed within its walls. 

It would house the National Gal- 
lery of Art, In the development of 
which President Roosovelt took an 
effective and timely interest. The 
collections of the National Gallery 
now approximating Jl.BOB.OOO In 
value, will rapidly grow as soon as 
its adequate instalhatlon is assured. 
It is now shown amid inappropriate 
surroundings in one of the halls of 
the Natural History building. 

In it also would be liung the Na- 
tional Portrait Gallery— a collection 
of portraits of distinguished person- 
ages connected with American hls- 
tory. 

Exhibits relating to arts and Indus- 
tries would be here, too, showing the 
development of the electric telegraph 
and telephone, the phonograph, elec- 
tric lighting, transportation by land, 
water and air; photography, from 
earliest invention to modern moving 
picture aparatus; printing, illustrat- 
ing and bookmaking: ores and min- 
enals— their natural occurrence and 
processes of manufacture; textiles, 
drugs, foods, and of many other sub- 
jects in this important phase of our 
history. 

It would serve to stimulate the 
historian, ajUst. designer, manufac- 
turer and artisan and bring to the 
American people in the most realis- 
tic manner an appreciation of the ex- 
tent and character of thetr historical 
and industrial development. and 
would be a more powerful aod prac- 
tical Influence for good than any 
other form of memorial to Mr. Roose- 
velL 


tors In the importance of prepam- 
tion for a constantly widening work 
in factories. Yale university is now 
offering an intensive course and the 
University of Pennsylvania will have 
one at its next semester. These are 
leading a nation-wide effort to make 
ready for the demand for industrial 
physicians wherever there are large 
factories. 

The industrial physicians are really 
the successors of the old contract 
physicians. Instead of being con- 
cerned altogether with the workers 
who arc ill or injured they devote 
themselves to the conservation of 
health. Much of their work is educa- 
tional as well as strictly professional, 
for after they have e,xamlned the 
worker to ascertain his exact phy- 
sical condition and have prescribed 
for him they are interested in teacii- 
ing him how to keep well. Their in- 
struction goes further and embraces 
lectures on the economic value of 
health and the industrial loss through 
illness. In factories wliere large num- 
bers of girls are employed the use- 
fulness of women who serve as in- 
dustrial physicians Is readily under- 
stood. 

Diet, exercise and recreation are 
prescribed by the industrial physi- 
cian, who seeks to avoid the need of 
medicine. Through hi.s executive 
ability and organizing power ho is 
able to reach employes in many ways 
and to inspire them with respect for 
the human machine, a knowledge of 
the operation of which will pay in 
money as well as happiness, for sta- I 
tlstics prove liow gretit is the annual 
lo.ss tlirougli illness or disability. 

The department of labor is not 
only encouraging tlie extension of 
educational opportunities for the in- 
dustrial physician but it is also doing 
much to develop the actual scope of 
his work in shop or factory. In addi- 
tion to the special training for phy- 
sicians there will be courses for 
nurses who desire to devote them- 
selves to industrial work.
